These were discovered this afternoon 
by Sheriff Christopher. “ Those trackemake 
it lodk bad for the prisoner,” said the sheriff 
tonight. “‘Though Starbuck had urged 
Gipe’s arrest, I hesitated to do so In thre at- 
sence of proof, but the circumstantial evi- 
dence, his conflicting stories, his actions;and 
his reputation are all against him.”

LOW MORTALITY RATE AFFECTS 
THE UNDERTAKERS. 
Figures Show That if Business Were 
Equally Divided the Funeral Di- 
rectors Would Not Have Had One 
Case Aplece Last Week—Many, It Is 
Predicted, Will Be Driven Into 
‘Other Lines—Despondent, They Call 

Chicago a “ Health Resort.” 


The unprecedented low rate of mortality 
in Chicago has brought slack business to the 
undertakers, and, according to several of the 
principal funeral directors, many of them 
may have to engage in other lines of busi- 
nese. 

The last weekly bulletin of the health de- 
partment showed a total of 395 deaths re- 
ported. There are in the city 344 licensed 
undertakers and sixty more applications are 
pending, making a total Of 404. Were the 
business equally divided there would not 
have been one case last week for each estab- 
lishment, and according to the health de- 
partment officials fifty of the undertakers 
probably do 90 per cent of the business. 

“If it were not that many of the under- 
takers also deal in furniture, or havea livery 
as a side Mine, it would be hard times just 
now.’ said a leading funeral director yes- 
terday. “It is. probable that these other 
lines will be given more attention hereafter.” 


Fewer Children Are Dying. 


Many of the undertakers said they do 
not expect to do much at this time of year. 
From their point of view deaths among the 
adults are much fewer from the middle of 
May until Oct. 1. The season, however, usu- 
ally is one of heavy mortality among chil- 
dren. ' 

The low death rate for children is attrib- 
uted by the health department in a large 
measure to the improved milk supply. For 
the first time on record every sample collect- 
ed by the inspectors during the last week 
was found up to or above the ordinance 
standards. 


Tell of Light Business. 


While many of the undertakers will not ad- 
mit that their own business has suffered, 
they all agree that Chicago is approaching 
the “ health resort " condition. Some of the 
comments yesterday were: : 

J. W. Buffum, A722 Wabash avenue—We 
have as much business as usual. I have, 
however, heard many complaints from other 
undertakers that there is little work.

RS. CHAPMAN PROTECTS RESI- 
DENCE BY INJUNCTION. 


me RD of Woman Suing for Divorce 
Hold Dwelling in Aurora Against 
Attacks of Men Hired by the Hus- 
band, a Manufacturer — Charges 
That Premises Were Brought Into 
| Disrepute—Each Side Causes Arrest 
of Representatives of Other. 


Upon the allegation that her husband had 
obtained possession of her residence at 76 
South Lincoln avenue, Aurora, and had con- 
ducted his housekeeping in a manner to 
bring discredit upon the homestead, Mrs.

Mrs. Chapman last April left her husband, 
who is a manufacturer, and came to Chicago 
to reside at the Virginia hotel. She declared 
to| the court that the residence contained 
furniture belonging to her, valued at $5,000, 
After coming to Chicago, she said, she found 
that Chapman was bringing the homestead 
into disrepute. Then she tried to regain pos- 
vere of the residence. 


Long Fight for Possession. 


Last Friday agents of the wife appeared 
at Aurora and succeeded in entering the 
Chapman residence. They found the shut- 
ters up and preparations made for a siege. 
Chapman was not prepared to submit to 
defeat, and engaged private detectives, who, 
armed with crowbars, made a determined 
attack upon the stronghold, and, it is al- 
ged, caused considerable damage to the 
doors and windows. 

Chapman caused the arrest of his wife's 
representatives, charging assault and dis- 
orderly conduct. They had used revolvers 
routing: the attacking party. Kellar G. 
Leet, Mrs. Chapman’s son, went on the 
bends of the men arrested. Then the wife’s 
attorneys swore out warrants against J. 8S.

“If it were only a question of one person 
riding on one nickel,’ he said, “ the company 
would not object. But this would permit 
two persons to ride on one nickel and would 
bankrupt the company.”

- Another matter of importance taken up 
was the request of the theater managers for 
a fevision of thé building ordinance.

At the request of the special theater com- 
mittee Mayor Harrison appointed Architect 
George Beaumont and Consulting Engineer 
William 8. Mac Harg to advise the commit- 
tee as to the propriety of the modifications 
urged by the theater interests. These modi- 
fications inelude the elimination of the 
sprinkler system, the repeal of the provision 
for cross aisles, a decrease in the space re- 
quired between rowsof seats, and modifica- 


galleries. 

The resolution was introduced by Chair- 
man Jones of the special committee. It re- 
cited the order of the council for a revision 
of the new law and asked that expert advice 
be allowed the committee for such an im- 
portant task. The theater managers are de- 
sirous of having the council pass on the 
amendments at once so that they may know 
whether they will have to comply with the 
ordinance, as they are now under bond to do. 


Meet Again on Thursday. 

The council decided to meet for the last 
time before the recess Thursday night. and 
the committee will, thereforé, meet with its 
two experts this morning and begin the work 
of revision. Chairman Jones expects to pre- 
sent a complete report Thursday night, and 
will ask a suspension of the rules for its 
immediate passage. 

One friendly act toward the theater inter- 
ests was the passage of an ordinance reliev- 
ing McVicker’s of compliance with the law 
regarding its gallery entrance before June 1, 
1905, instead of Oct. lnext. Chairman Jones, 
who introduced the order, explained that a 
shoe store holds the lease to the first floor 
premises adjacent to the stairway to the gal- 
lery.

The management was 
given permission to use the stairway under 
present conditions on filing of a $10,000 bond.

STORM ALARMS 
FAIR VISITORS, 


One Man Killed by Lightning 
in St. Lonis and Fiye 
Are Dead Elsewhere. 


CROPS SUFFER INJURY. 


Wind and Rain During After-

St. Louis, Mo., July 11.—[Special.]}—Wide- 
spread damage, accompanied by loss of life, 
resulted from a thunderstorm which swept 
over St. Louis this afternoon. One man was 
killed by lightning in the city, and on the 
river, where the full force of the sixty-five 
mile gale was felt, several excursion steam- 
ers were seriously imperiled. The dead man 
is Thomas O'Toole of Greer avenue, who was 
working on a new building. It also is report- 
ed that two houseboats, carrying three men 
and two women, were swept from their moor- 
ings and have disappeared, but the report 
is doubted. 

Looked at First Like Cyclone. 

The storm came with great suddenness. 
The crowds at the world’s fair had only a few 
minutes’ warning before the rain and hail 
descended in floods. . 

Greenish clouds that made St. Loulsans 
recall the great tornado. of 1896, accompanied 
by darkness, sent the sightseers scurrying to 
shelter. Only slight damage was done on the 
exposition grounds. 

At the racetracks the storm was severe and 
the grandstands received some injury and 
the crowds were soaked. 

The steeple and part of the main building of 
the North Presbyterian church, Eleventh 
and Chambers streets, were blown across the 
street, wrecking a grocery store. 

Other buildings injured were the Carleton 
building and the Victor Phonograph com- 
pany of 519 Olive street. 

Lightning Kills Man at Elgin.

Miss Jane Addams’ talent for getting 
* things doue in the habitations of men is cop- 
tinually establishing a greater and greater 
difference between her and the reformers 
whose talent, useful as it may be for futur- 
ity, consists just at present in producing vo- 
cal disturbances in the wilderness. 
The Illinois child labor law has-been ad- 
"mirably enforced. The credit for thisis due 
in large part to Chief Factory Inspector 
Davies, whose notions of public service 
seem—contrary to the general rule—to have 
expanded rather than contracted since his 
appointment. He has grown in office in 
stead of dwindling. 
But there is one unfortunate circumstance 
counected with the enforcement of the child 
labor law in Chicago. The certificates under 
which a child on reaching the age of 14 is 
allowed to go to work are issued by the 
teachers under whom the child has studied. 
In almost all cases the teachers have been 
both intelligent and scrupulous in the dis- 
charge of this important civie duty. Supt. 
Cooley has issued rigid instructions, obedi- 
ence to which has been equally rigid. The 
teachers have felt that if they should con- 
‘“Mive at an evasion of the child labor law 
they would not only do an illegal act but 
- would commit an outrage against the wel- 
< fare of their pupils. 3 
It has transpired, however, that some 
children, by alternating between the public | 
4 _ schools and the parochial schools are able 
to elude the vigilance of both and to misrep- 
resent their qualifications for a certificaté. 
> The parochial school teachers, as well as the 
public achool teachers, have done their best 
to introduce law and order into this no man’s 
land lying between their jurisdictions, They 
have failed. 
a Miss Addams, therefore, and Mrs. Van 
’ Der Vaart haye interested themselves in the 
situation, and have secured the hearty con- 
sent, both of Archbishop Quigley and of 
Supt. Cooley, to the establishment of a 
child labor central office in connection with 
the office of the chief factory inspector. 
Two persons will have joint control 
of the new office. One will be the 
representative of Supt. Cooley, the 
other of Archbishop Quigley. By means 
of this coGperation all the ceftifi- 
cates issued to 14 year old children will be 
lodged in the same place for scrutiny -and 
comparison. It is expected that evasion of 
the law will become almost impossible, and 
that Chieago’s youthful population as it 
enters industrial life will be subjected to. 
a complete and accurate registry. 
d Miss Addams is regarded by thousands of

THE MANUFACTURER IN THE LEAD. 

Month before last all precedents as re- 
gards American exports were violated. The 
Walue of manufactured products exceeded 
that of agricultural products. The total 
value of domestic exports was $87,400,000, 
of which $38,800,000 represented manufac- | 
tures and $37,800,000 agricultural prod- 
ucts. 
This breaking of records was due in part 
to a falling off in shipments of wheat and 
flour, which aggregated $12,000,000 in May, 
1903, and only $8,600,000 in May of this | 
year, while the increase in value of manu- 
factured exports was -only $4,000,000. A 
few years ago, however, even if there had 
been a decline in the shipment of agricul- 
tural products, the manufacturers would 
not have run ahead of the farmers as ex- 
‘porters. 

It was partly by an accident that they 
took the lead month before last, and they 
may not have itagain for some time to come. 
But the day will come—a day quite un- 
ireamed of by Hamilton, and Jefferson, 
and other fathers of the republic—when 
manufactured exports will steadily exceed 
Bericultural exports. A much larger pro- 
portion of the cotton raised in this country 
will be consumed by domestic mills. The 
Increase in population outstrips that in the 
production of breadstuffs and meats. A 
larger proportion of American foodstuffs 
will be consumed at home by persons who 
will manufacture goods of all kinds for for- | 
eign markets.

DIRECT ELECTION OF SENATORS. 

The democratic national platform has a 
plank calling for the direct election of seua- 
tors by the people. It is a good plank. 

A roundabout method of the direct election | 
of| senators has worked well in many of the 
southern states. In South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, and Mississippi, for instance, the 
democratic vdters designate a senator at the 
primaries and the democratic legislatures 
elect without demur the choice of the people. 
There is no legal obligation but there is a 
moral obligation, the same kind of obliga- 
tion which compels a presidential elector to 
vote for the nominee of his party. There 
are no complaints of prifmary frauds in the 
states in question. Minorities accept defeat 
philosophie¢ally. voters’ would not go 
back to the old system. ‘2 

To amend the national constitution so as 
to provide a new method of electing sena- 
tors is a task of incalculable difficulty. To 
reach the same result indirectly through the 
medium of direct primaries is, comparative- 
ly speaking, an easy matter. It depends on 
the willingness of the political organizations 
in the different states. It is true that no 
state law can compel the men in a legislature 
belonging to the majority party to vote for 
that senatorial candidate who may have re- 
ceived a majority of the votes at the prima- 
ries, but some things can be done by public 
sentiment which cannot be done by law. If 
it were dishonorable for a legislator to re- 
fuse to vote for such a candidate—if a failure 
to do so drove him out of political life—leg- 
islatures would ratify the decrees of the 
primaries as in some southern states. 

The people wish to elect their senators as 
they do their representatives. The only 
way in which they can do it, in the near fu- 
ture, at least, is through the device of the 
selection of senatorial candidates at the pri- 
maries. If honest primaries can be held in 
Illinois there is no reason why the repub- 
lican and democratic voters of the state 
should not designate two years hence the 
men whom they wish the members of the 
legislature they respectively elect to vote 
for as senator. 


CHICAGO, GERMANY, AND AMERICA. 

If you went to the Plattdeutsches Volks- 
fest on the west side yesterday the conse- 
quence was that you became more German. 
The consequence also was that you became 
more American. This is the paradox of 
living in Chicago. 

The German Imperial Marine band, on its 
tour through America, had encountered the 
fatherland. It was playing with that com- 
bination of precision and of sentiment which 
marks the fatherland off from al) other coun- 
tries, As you listened you could see thousands 
of Germans toiling on pitiful but glorious 
pay in the libraries and laboratories of the 
German universities, and building up that 
monument of exact, painstaking knowledge 
which has given Germany not only scholar- 
ship but commerce, and which has wrung 
from meager natural resources the stuff of 
empire.

_ THE GROWTH OF CITIES. 

Twenty years ago the annual estimate of 
Chicdgo’s population, based on the directory 
figures, was paraded with much gusto. The 
recent announcement that the city has 
2,241,000 people barely provokes comment. 
Some citizens possibly view with alarm in- 
stead of pride this rapid increase of urban 
population, 

The growth of this city, if viewed witb 
alarm by. many, is but an evidence of the 
worldwide movement from the rural dis- 
tricts to the urban centers. Germany and 
England are, in fact, more exercised over 
the growth of the large cities than is Amer-. 
ica. ‘The question has there become a na- 
tional one, and the discussion has enlisted 
the talents of eminent economists and pub- 
lic men. The agrarian party in Germany 
bases its fundamental argument on the al- 
leged devitalizing effect of city life on the. 
national vigor. It contends that agriculture 
is the mainstay of the physical life of the | 
nation, and that it should be encouraged by 
means of higher tariffs. The lowering of the

weakening the race. London, once the pride 
of Samuel Johnson, who said that it provided 
for every human want, has been described 
by Lord Rosebery as “‘ a tumor, an elephan- 
tiasis sucking into its gorged system half 
the life and blood and bone of the rural 
districts.” 

Between 1890 and 1900 the rural popu- 
9 per cent; 
the village population (towns of less than 
8,000), 36 per cent; the small city (8,000 to 
100,000), 27 per cent; the large city (100,000 
or more), 4644 per cent. While this would 
seem to show that the large city was re- 
ceiving the largest number of recruits, yet 
there was developed in that decade'a more 
encouraging tendency—viz.: the drift of the 
manufacturing industry to the smaller cen- 
ters of population. Towns of 20,000 or less. 
increased in the number of wageworkers 
and the value of manufactured products to 
a greater degree than the large cities. 

Extremely high rents and the greater 
power of labor organizations in the. large 
cities are the causes which work for the 
new movement. “Industrial towns” are 
being organized in Europe as well as Amer- 
ica. Many of them are models of excel- 
lence in the matter of health and attractive- 
ness. The Garden City association of Eng- 
land is attempting to organize these new 
“industrial towns’ og a plan which will 
give to the municipality the increment in 
land values which the aggregation of popula- 
tion always brings. 

Transportation will doubtless settle the 
question of the “ congestion ” in large cities. 
The suburb will grow more attractive with 
cheap and rapid transit, and the suburb 
seems to be the summum bonum of human 
life. ‘Transportation developed industrial- 
ism, and as a result the city. It would seem 
that transportation is destined to solve tife 
problems for which it is mostly responsible. 


DEFENSE OF GERMAN ARMY. 
Chicago, July 9.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 


As a constant reader and subscriber of your 
daily, I wish to take exception to an article 
in THE TRIBUNB of July 9 entitled, *‘ Is the 
German Army Going Back?” 

While, it is true that it occurs from time to 
time that an officer, in most cases a non- 
commissioned officer, oversteps his authority 
and abuses those intrusted to his care, such 
abuses are not countenanced by his super- 
iors, and if reported this officer is severely 
called to task. During my term of service 
as so-called one year volunteer in the Ger- 
man army it came but once to my notice that 
a. noncom. actually struck a man, and this 
officer wag sent to the guardhouse for seven 
days. The sentence may not seem severe to 
Americans, but it will @ain importance in 
their eyes if I tell them that such an officer 
cannot reénlist after his term of service is 
over, as no captain of a company will take 
him. His chances of getting civil service 
promotion, to which would be entitled 
after a full term of service, are therefore 
slim indeed. Abuses in the form of foul 
language and corporal chastisement used to 
be much more common twenty years ago, 
and the authorities in power are trying to. 


gotten that an army is composed of all kinds 
of unruly elements and that only the strict- 
est discipline will hold them in order. It is 
easy enough for outsiders to criticise, but let 
them try their hands breaking in recruits, 
that come into the army with all kinds of ma- 
licious ideas, thinking only how they can 
goad an officer into rage, and their tongues 
will be silenced quickly and effectively. As 
to the state of health, let me tell the readers 
of THE TRIBUNE that the medical examina- 
tions in the German army. are regular and 
extremely careful. I do not know who Wolf 
von Schierbrand is, but from his venomous 
talk I judge him to be an ex-officer of the 
army, cashiered for some deed or other that 
probably shuns the Nght of day. 

The German army of ten years ago and 
more recently is an improvement over the 
army of "71. Its men are drilled hard with 
the one purpose in view, to be well trained 
soldiers. If they do their duty much Is over- 
looked in their behavior after’ drilt hours. 
If they are malcontents, bent on creating 
a like feeling amongst their comrades, they 
certainly incur and desérve harsh treatment. 

Its officers are mostly men of the highest 
sense of honor and possessed of a wonderful 
“esprit de corps.’’ That there are some ex- 
cessive drinkers and gamblers or some men 
of low and debased character among them 
is but natural in such a vast number of men. 
The pay of the officers is so small that only a 
small minority of them, those possessed of 
private means, can afford to gamble. The 
great majority of them regard their office 
as a trust from their sovereign, and they 
would rather die than dishonor their uni- 
form, which they regard as embodying the 
king’s sacred person. 

I am today as much American as any one 
born on foreign soil can be, and Germany is 
not my hobby, as it is with a great many 
Germans living in this country. ut my 
motto is, Give credit where credit is due. 
Germany never looked for trouble and rarely 
was the power to declare war. With but one 
exception (1806) It was always found ready 
for war. Its motto is, Si vis pacem, para 
bellum. If you would have peace, prepare 
for war.

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY | 


Copyfiht: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


T speaks_volumes for the personal popu- 
larity of the present emperor that, al- 
though numerous attempts have been 
made upon the lives of his ministers of 
state, two of whom—namely: Bogoliepoff, 
minister of education, and Sipjagin, minister 
of the interior—were murdered like the gov- 
ernor general of Finland the other day, yet 
no bona fide or authenticated attempt has 
been made to assassinate the young monarch 
during the eight years which have now 
elapsed since his accession to the throne. 
Many of his government officials have been 
shot at by the nihilists. But the latter seem 
to give credit to Nicholas IJ. for his kindly 
and humane intentions and to believe that he 
is not responsible for all the things that 
are done by his government and his officials 
in his name. In fact, only one attempt upon 
his life is on record, and that took place in 
Japan while he was still czarowitz, his 
assailant being a crazy Japanese fanatic. 


When one recalls the number of attacks 
upon Alexander II. and Alexander III. the 
immunity enjoyed by the present czar is 
remarkable, especially when the fact is taken 
into consideration that he has insisted upon 
dispensing with most of those safeguards an@ 
precautions which were devised by the police 
for the preservation of his father and Iill- 
fated grandfather from harm, The revolu- 
tionists apparently understand that they 
have more to hope and more to expect in the 
way of Hberal reforms from Nicholas II. 
than from any prince of his house, and that 
if he has been unable until now to fulfill his 
praiseworthy and enlightened intentions it 
is due to the obstacles raised by the states- 
men and officials by whom he is surrounded, 
and against whom therefore all their ani- 
mosity is directed:

Lord Mountmorres, who has just started 
for the Congo, intrusted by the London Globe 
with the mission of investigating for that 
newspaper, which is bitterly opposed to King 
Leopold, the stories of atrocities perpetrated 
by his officials and agents, not merely upon 
his own native Heges but also upon Africans 
who are subjects of the English crown, is a 
professional newspaper man, having earned 
his living for several years in London as the 
scantily paid reporter of a metropolitan 
daily. Subsequently he embarked in the 
business of company promotion in the belief 
that his title might prove of financial value 
in that particular line of business. But he 
met failure and has now returned to his first 
profession. 

The career of this young peer, who has 
on several occasions visited this country, is 
an unusual one. His father was murdered 


in the west of Ireland during the agrariao 


troubles of 1880. Queen Victoria did what 
she could for the widow and orphans, who 
were left in impoverished circumstances. 
She granted the viscountess a suite of apart- 
ments in Hampton Court palace and a pen-

So embarrassed, how- 
ever, was he when the critical moment ar- 
rived that in kneeling down he tripped and 
lost his head entirely, and in the hope of 
preserving his balance clutched hold of the 
hand which the queen had extended to be 
kissed. Totally unprepared for such a contre- ; 
temps the august lady lost her balance as 
well, and, according to the story, sustained 
a fall which was responsible to a great ex- 
tent for the injury to the knee from which 
she spffered so much during the closing 
years of her life. 

It is said that the queen not only kept 
admirable command of her temper on this 


to soothe the fears of the horror stricken lad, 
who, judging from his looks, expected noth- 
ing less than instant consignment to the 
tower of London, followed by decapitation, 
or possibly even hanging and quartering. 
While she showed no resentment, she, how- 
ever, considered it prudent to cancel his 
appointment as a page, being of the opinion 
that he was scarcely fitted for the exigencies 
of court Hfe, but with the generosity which 
characterized her she made him an allow- 
ance of the same amount that he would have 
received as page of honor during the four 
years that would have constituted his term 
of office. 
Since growing up Lord Mountmorres has 


in this country in connection with his wild 
attempt to avert the war between the United 
States and Spain. True, it met with failure, 
but there is nevertheless some reason to 


any rate managed to delay the outbreak 
of the conflict for the space of forty-eight 
hours by acting as self-appointed negotia- 
tor for the sale of Cuba by Spain to the 
United States. The American embassy in 
London got the impression that the viscount 
in sounding them as to whether the United 
States would be willing to buy was acting 


latter when asked by the viscount whether 
Spain would be willing to sell became im- 
bued with the impression that he was sound- 
ing. them on behalf of Ambassador Hay. 
The matter at any rate was referred by wire 
from London by the two embassies in ques- 
tion to Washington and Madrid respective- 
ly, and the actual declaration of the war 
was delayed for a couple of days until it 
was definitely ascertained that Spain would 
not sell under any circumstances, and that 
Lord Mountmorres in approaching Ambas- 
sador Hay on the subject in London had 
been acting purely on his own behalf and 
without the slightest vestige of authority 
on the part of the Spanish government or 
legation. 

Besides this amateur diplomatic venture 
the viscount has been in turn director and 
even chairman of a number of companies 
which have gone to smash. He has been 
the agent in England for a great Paris dress- 
making establishment, and associated with 
the earl of Rosslyn in the latter’s attempt 
to break the bank at Monte Carlo by means 
of a system for the putting into execution 
of which the two young peers and their fool- 
ish and confiding friends had got together 
a sum of $50,000, ‘ 

The one career in which Lord Mountmorres 
has, however, distinguished himself has 
been in newspaper work, and he has beenas- 
sociated in turn with Lady Colin Campbell’s 
society journal, the Realm, in Lord Ross- 
lyn’s Scottish Life, and with a number 
of other papers. For a time he was in the 
employ of Sir Alfred Harmsworth, turning 
out excellent copy, among his special ar- 
ticles being those describing his experiences 
disguised as a\tramp, a crossing sweeper. 
a stoker on a river steamer, and as a member 
of many other odd callings, one of his ex- 
periences of this kind landing him in jail 
for a technical offense for a term of a few 
days, which, of course, gave him the op- 
portunity of describing vividly the internal 
economy of a jail as seen by a peer. 

Lord Mountmorres is married to a charm- 
ing actress, a Miss Bessie Rowe, and has a 
little girl. His peerage is an Irish one, and 
gives him no seat in the house of lords. 
The mission which he has now undertaken 
is likely to be an arduous one. For in view 
of the animosity displayed by the London 
Globe, the paper which he represents. 
against King Leopold and all the Congo 
officials, he cannot expect to receive any 
welcome, hospitality, or even any of the 
facilities which are ordinarily afforded by 
the Congo authorities to white travelers.

FOE OF COMPROMISE. 
Four Thoughtful Essays on Politics by 
Wiltiam Garrott Brown. 


Four thoughtful essays by William Gar- 
rott Brown, bearing on American history 
and also on present day politics, have just 
been published by the Macmillan company 
under the title, “THE FOE OF COM- 
PROMISE.” 

In the first essay, which gives itg title to 
the book, the author has tried to analyze 
that queer trait in human nature which 
keeps its owner striving through life for 
some impossible ideal, sometimes in slavery 
to a political tenet which its owner knows 
will never win. Another of its commonest 
manifestations is the old bachelor and the 
old maid. ‘“‘ No bread better than half a 
loaf’ is its battle cry- 

These are not exactly the author's illustra- 
tions, but they are what the common people 
see. He does not attempt to name this 
“foe.” It is one of the perpetual problems 
that never are solved, either by men or 
communities. It is the constant enemy of 
friendship, because the ideal in friendship 
never can be attained. It will lead a man 
to slay his dearest love. Woman is free 
from it—he should have said freest—because 
all her training is in arrangement and ad- 
justment. The condition of her life turns 
her back from quests and longings. Com- 
mon sense, which means submission, is its 
best remedy in politics and in love. 

In ‘‘A Defense of American Parties,”’ Mr. 
Brown shows the wide difference  be- 
tween American and European political 
parties which most European critics of 
American have overlooked. No better il- 
lustration can be found than the flerce 
presidential campaign of 1896, which showed 
that parties in the United States arise with 
the occasion for them, and that the organ- 
izations only survive between times. 
Foreign and domestic critics, the author 
believes, have exaggerated the number and 
power of our “professional” politicians. 
The latter are not necessarily bad citizens. 
They profit by learning the desires of other 
men and by favoring the platform that will 
attract the most votes. They merely make 
a business of what to other men is patriot- 
ism. There is no line between them and the 
ordinary “ citizen.”’ 

American political problems come and go 
quickly. The tariff, free silver, and “ im- 
perialism "’ problems arose successively in 
less than twenty. years, and disappeared. 
Theories are neglected for practical require- 
ments. It is a hard matter to be a con- 
sistent party member in America, and when 
no question is up for settlement, it is not to 
be wondered at that our foreign critics mis- 
judge us. ‘ 

An examination of our two great parties 
in recent years will show, Mr. Brown be- 
lieves, that they represent consistently the 
two great ideals of government which are 
generally at the bottom of party systems, 
Even the most loyal democrat probably 
would not deny that one of these parties re- 
sponds to eharngeful popular will, and the 
other the guidance of men of affairs. As the 
author puts it, they represent “ aspiration 
and utopianism against purpose an oppor- 
tunism.”’ 

The “ Task of the American Historian ” 
the; author thinks particularly hard. Eco- 
nomic and geographical motives dominate 
in America, and the fate of states does not 
turn on the heroisms and loves of individual 
men and women. The American historian 
does not get the benefit of the glamour which 
centuries throw. Painters and sculptors, 
moreover, have not increased the charm for 
him. An interesting study of Harvard as 
“An American University” concludes the 
book. 


SHENANDOAH VALLEY FIGHT. 
A History of the Celebrated Campaign 
by Sanford C. Kellogg. 


The military nistory of the civil war has 
been increased bir a 250 page account of the 
operations in the vhenandoah valley, pre- 
pared by Sanford C. Kellogg, U. 8S. A., and 
published by the Neale company of Wash- 
ington under the title, “THE SHENAN- 
DOAH VALLEY AND VIRGINIA-—1861- 

Few sections of the south offer a better 
chance for military study than this, and the 
author has compiled from the rebellion rec- 
ords a detailed story of the exciting doings 
in that otherwise peaceful region . which 
gscarcely can fail of interest. 

The almost constant fighting between Har- 
per’¢ Ferry at one end of the valley and 
Staunton at the other during the four years 
of rebellion has generally been slighted by 
historians for the greater military move- 
ments of which it was an adjunct. | 

There is no attempt made at embellishing 
the history with either criticism or “ fine 
writing.”’ Bare details of the countless skir- 
mghes, fights, and marches are given. But 
they are clearly stated and easy to follow In 
spite of bad editing. The far famed ride of 
Sheridan is, of course, cut down to e scant 
ten miles to meet the facts. 

There are some names connected with these 
Shenandoah valley campaigns that link them 
closely with modern times. Gen. Wesley 
Merritt was a cavalry commander in several 
of them. Capt. William McKinley, acting” 
assistant adjutant general, was thanked by 
Gen. Crook in his report for his ¢onduct In 
one operation.

STOCK MARKE IS STRONG 


MUCH PROFIT TAKING FAILS TO 
LOWER PRICES. 


Professional Operators Take Advan- 
tage of Last Week's Activity to Re- 
alize—Volume of Business Encour- 
aging and Outside Investment Is 
Looked .For by Brokers—Govern- 
ment Crop Report Withheld Until 
Morning Owing to Uncertain Tone. 


_{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, July 11.—[{Special.]—The 
stock market today was chiefly notable for 
the great volume of profit taking sales by 
operators taking advantage of last week's. 
revival in business. The. market opened 
generally higher andthe first hour’s trading 
was exceedingly large. : 

The weekly summing up of conditions in 
the business and industrial world is likely to 
bring into brokers’ offices an accumulation 
of orders of which advantage is habitually 
taken even in the midst of a prolonged up- 
ward movement of prices. The steady pres- 
sure upon this morning’s market was not 
unexpected, therefore, and was not disquiet- 
ing to sentiment over the general outlook. 


The manner in which the market absorbed 
the profit taking. and the small fluctuations 
caused by it gave satisfactory evidence of 
the volume of the new demand and gave 
promise of a favorable basis for a new ad- 
vance when the professional operators had 
tested the market and realized their profits in 
cash. Less assurance was feit over the ac- 
tion of the later market when attempts were 
made to renew the advance by bidding up 
special stocks. The dullness and heaviness 
of the speculation were not materially re- 
lieved by these efforts. The government crop 
report, as it was not to appear until after the 
closing of the stock market, was felt tooffer 
sufficient uncertainties to warrant withhold- 
ing commitments until next morning. 


The upward course of the wheat market 
aiso served as a partial offset to the expec- 


‘tations of a favorable showing for the July 


1 condition of the crops. 

Railroad traffic officials in their weekly 
summing up deprecated any serious fears of 
the floods in the southwest and were quite 
agreed in reporting an improved feeling over 
the business outlook based on crop prospects 
and a hopeful sentiment for betterment of 
business activity. The day's reports of rail- 
road earnings, both gross and net, contained 
nothing to help sustain the market, and re- 
ports were circulated and denied of a pros- 
pective new stock issue by Canadian Pacific. 


The controller's report of conditions of na- 
tional banks throughout thé country was 
studied in connection with the semi-annual 
reports of the New York trust companies, 
and the large proportion of the year’s in- 
crease in reserves of the trust companies 
and of outside banks, which has accumu- 
lated on deposit with the New York City 
banks, was commented upon, 

The effect is to increase the ultimate re- 
serve obligations upon the New York banks 
in relation to the general banking fabric of 
the whole country. The market closed easy 
and at varying net declines running to nearly 
a point in Reading and Pennsylvania.

GRAIN CROPS SHOW BETTER. 


Percentage More Satisfactory than at 
the Corresponding Time Last 
Year. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—Preliminary 
returns to the chief of the bureau of sta- 
tistics of the department of agriculture show 
the acreage of corn planted to be about 
91,930,000 acres, an increase’ of about 2,130,- 
000 acres, or 2.4 per cent on the area planted 
last year, as revised:in December 

The average condition of the growing crop 
on July 1, was 86.4, as compared with 79.4 
on July 1, 1908, 87.5 at the corresponding 
date in 1902, and a ten year average of 88.4. 

The average condition of winter wheat on 
July 1 was 78.7, as compared with 77.7 last 
month, 78.8 on July 1, 1908, 77 at the cor- 
responding date in 1902, and a ten year aver- 


j age of 78.3. 


It should be borne in mind that this report 
relates to conditions on July 1, and takes 
no note of the effects of storms that have oc- 
curred in certain states since that date. 

The average condition of spring wheat on 
July 1 was 93.7, as compared with 93,4 last 
month, 82.5°en July 1, 19038, 92.4 at, the cor- 
responding date in 1902, and a ten year aver- 
age of 86.8. 

The average condition on July 1 of spring 
and winter wheat combined was 84.5, as 
compared with 80 on July 1, 1908, and 82.9 
at the corresponding date in 1902. 

The amount of wheat remaining in the 
hands of farmers on July 1 is estimated at 
about 36,630,000 bushels, equivalent to about 
5.7 per cent of the crop of last year. 

The averagé condition of the oat crop on 
July 1 was 89.8, as compared with 89.2 last 
month, 94.3 on July 1, 1908, 92.1 at the cor- 
responding date in 1902, and a ten year aver- 
age of 87.3. 

The average condition of barley on Julv 
1 was 88.5, against 90.5 one month ago, 86.8 
on July 1, 1903, 93.7 at the corresponding date 
in 1902, and a ten year average of 87.1. 

The average condition of winter rye on 
July 1 was 88.0, as compared with 90.2 on 
July 1, 1903, 91.2 at the corresponding date 
in 1902, and a ten year average of 89.7, 

The average condition of spring rye on 
July 1 was 90.8, as compared with 88.3 on 
July 1, 1903, 91.2 at the corresponding date 
in 1902, and a ten year average of 87.4. 

The acreage of flax is less than that of last 
year by about 826,000 acres, or 25.6 per cent; 
and the condition on July 1 was 86.6. 

The acreage of potatoes, excluding sweet 
potatoes, is greater than that of last year 
by about 99,000 acres, or 3.4 per cent. The 
average condition on July 1 was 93.9, as 
compared with 88.1 on July 1, 1903, 92.9 at 
the corresponding date in 1902, and a ten 
year average of 92.0. 

The acreage of tobacco is less than that of 
last year by about 231,000 acres, or 22.3 per 
cent. The average condition on July 1 was 
85.3, against 85.1 one year ago.
